The  statistical  returns  for  the  past  year  show  a  diminution  in 
the  circulation  of  61,934,  of  which  53,626,  consisted  of  books  for 
home  reading".  This  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  closing  ot 
the  two  branches  during  two  months.  It  is  evident,  however, 
that  as  the  decrease  after  making  this  allowance,  affected  equally 
both  the  Central  and  remaining  Branch  Libraries  and  the  ordinary 
Reading  Rooms,  that  we  must  look  to  other  causes.  The  im- 
proved condition  of  trade,  the  demand  for  labor,  and  the 
necessity  for  workin^f  overtime,  has  temporarily  withdrawn  from 
the  Library  those  who  had  been  most  regular  in  their  attendance. 
The  excitement  produced  by  the  present  war  has  also  had  its 
influence  in  diverting  readers  from  books  to  newspapers  and 
current  periodicals. 

The  lease  of  the  Dundas  St.  Branch  expired  in  December  last, 
and  was  renewed  for  one  year  at  a  reduced  rental  of  $500,  after 
the  landlord  had  made  necessary  repairs  of  painting,  papering, 
etc. 

It  was  felt  that  the  rental  paid  to  the  city  for  the  Western 
Branch  ($450)  was  excessive,  and  upon  the  matter  being  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  civic  authorities,  a  reduction  of  $150,  was 
effected. 

The  Board  has  to  record  with  regret  the  loss  of  three  of  its 
members  this  year — Messrs.  John  Taylor,  W.  D.  McPherson,  and 
R.  R.  Davis.  Mr.  R.  R.  Davis  (who  was  a  very  active  member 
during  the  year)  resigned  his  position  in  consequence  of  his 
election  to  the  Public  School  Board.  Mr.  W.  D.  McPherson, 
retires  after  six  years'  service.  Mr.  John  Taylor's  retirement,  after 
an  uninterrupted  service  for  sixteen  years,  is  much  to  be  deplored. 
He  has   alwavs    taken    the    keenest   interest    in    the   affairs    of  the 


Library  Board  and  was  seldom  absent  from  its  meetings.  Mr. 
Taylor  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  from  the  formation  of  the 
Public  Library  in  1883,  until  January,  1900,  and  for  nearly  twenty 
years  previously  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Mechanic's  Insti- 
tute, a  long,  useful  and  honorable  service. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  having  been  altered  and  amended 
from  time  to  time,  it  was  found  desirable  that  they  should  be 
revised.  The  Chief  Librarian  and  the  Secretary  prepared  a  draft 
set  of  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  after  careful  consideration  by 
the  Board  the  same  were  adopted,  with  certain  amendments,  and 
ordered  to  be  printed. 

The  Reference  Library  continues  to  attract  such  a  large 
number  of  readers  including  many  from  different  parts  of  the 
Dominion  and  the  United  States,  that  increased  accommodation 
will  speedily  have  to  be  provided  for  its  readers. 

The  City  Council,  in  1899,  repeated  its  action  of  previous  years 
by  reducing  the  Library  estimates  by  $5,300,  without  consulta- 
tion with  the  Board.  The  protests  of  the  Board  were  of  no  avail. 
In  the  absence  of  the  necessary  funds,  and  in  order  to  meet  the 
liabilities  for  the  year,  and  reduce  the  expenditure  as  far  as 
possible,  the  Board  decided  to  close  the  Northern  and  Western 
Branches,  to  the  great  inconvenience  and  annoyance  of  a  very  large 
number  of  readers.  These  Branches  remained  closed  from  August 
1st,  till  the  end  of  September.  The  City  Council,  unable  to  change 
their  estimates,  made  in  September  a  special  grant  of  $4,100,  and 
requested  the  Branches  to  be  re-opened.  This  amount  was  $1,200 
less  than  the  sum  to  which  the  Library  Board  was  entitled  under 
the  Free  Libraries'  Act.  The  action  of  the  City  Council  was  the 
more  extraordinary  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  City  Treasurer  in 
his  annual  report,  pointed  out  that  the  Public  Library  has  been  the 
most  economically  conducted  institution  of  any  of  the  public 
departments  supported  out  of  the  city  revenues.  The  circulation 
of  books  has,  since  1889,  almost  doubled — 310,945  to  608,424.  The 
ticket  holders  increased  in  numbers  from  23,484,  to  29,054. 

The  amount  asked  from  the  city  wa,s  $2,241  less  in  1899, 
than  was  granted  in  1889.      With  a  view  of  comparing   the  cost  of 


maintaining-  the  Public  Library  in  Toronto  with  those  of  other 
cities.  I  cite  the  following  published  figures  from  three  Ameri- 
can and  one  English  library  :  —

From  these  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Toronto  Public 
Library  performs  its  work  at  a  less  cost  to  the  citizens  of  Toronto 
than  similar  institutions  in  other  progressive  cities. 

The  Legislature  has  by  the  Free  Libraries'  Act,  defined  the 
limit  of  the  expenditure,  that  may  be  made  by  this  Board  as  one 
quarter  of  a  mill  on  the  dollar  upon  the  amounts  of  the  revised 
assessment  oi'  the  city.  Any  grant  for  expenditure  beyond  that 
amount  is  in  the  discretion  of  the  City  Council,  but  up  to  that 
amount  the  expenditure  is  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board.  It  was 
possibly  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  have  tested  by  an  action  the 
right  of  the  City  Council  to  refuse  to  provide  funds  according  to 
this  Board's  estimates,  but  upon  consideration  your  Board  decided 
to  reduce  the  cost  of  carrying  on  the  Library  and  Branches,  by 
closing  certain  Branches.  The  result  of  this  course  produced  a 
special  grant  of  $4, 100  towards  restoring  the  amount  struck  from 
the  library  estimates.  It  is  quite  manifest  that  without  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Free  Libraries'  Actthe  existence  and  efficient  working 
of  the  Library  would  be  seriously  imperilled  from  year  to  year.  It 
is  to  be  regretted  that  there  should  be  any  difference  between  the 
City  Council  and  your  Board,  and  it  is  hoped  that  no  such  diffi- 
culty will  again  occur.

An  industrial  and  intellectual  centre  like  Toronto  demands  as 
an  essential  feature  of  its  growth  and  influence,  a  public  library, 
fully  supplied  with  books  covering"  the  most  modern  requirements 
in  literature,  art  and  science.  The  Toronto  Library,  to  the 
present,  has  fully  maintained  this  standard.  I  trust  I  do  not 
express  an  unjustifiable  belief,  that  the  citizens  will  insist  that  its 
growth  and  development  shall  not  be  hampered  by  parsimony  or 
inconsiderate  attempted  reductions  of  its  annual  estimates. 

The  accounts  of  the  Library  have  been  audited  by  the  proper 
officers,  and  statements  of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditure,  and  ot 
the  Assets  and  Liabilities  are  appended. 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Chief  Librarian, 
the  Secretary-Treasurer,  the  Assistants  and  Emyloyees  in  the 
Library,  have  performed  their  duties  to  the  entire  satisfaction  ot 
the  Board.
